An Act to authorise tho city  of Ruins to aid In the construction of certain plank roads. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin repre,senkd in 
Chap. 36. 

Senate and Aesenzbly, do enact as follows: 

SEcriox 1. The mayor and city council, of the city of 
RacinF, are hereby authorized to borrow, upon the credit of att0; 12.4  to 
said city, thirty thousand dollars or less, for ten years, in 
such sums as they may deem proper, on interest not exceed-
ing ten per cent., payable annually, for the purpose of in-
vesting the same in the capital stock of certain plank road 
companies; to be distributed as follows, to wit : twenty now distributed  
thousand dollars to a company to be organized to construct 
a plank road from the city of Racine to the village of Wil-
mot, in the county of Kenosha ; six thousand dollars to the 
Racine and Raymond Plank Road Company, already or-
ganized, and four thousand dollars to a company to be 
formed to construct a plank road from the city of Racine, 
in a northern direction to the county line. Or in case 
the said money, or any part of it should not be so bor-
rowed, to subscribe for so many shares of said capital 
stock in said plank road companies in the proportion above 
named, that the amount of the same, at their par value, 
together with the money borrowed, shall not exceed thirty 
thousand dollars, and to pay for the same in the bonds of 
the said city, payable in ten years, as above stated : Pro- Proviso. 
vided, Said six thousand dollars shall not be subscribed to 
said Racine and Raymond Plank Road Company, or bonds 
issued therefor, until there shall be actually, and in good 
faith, subscribed and properly secured, to the capital stock 
of said company, the sum of fourteen thousand dollars ; 
and said four thousand dollars shall not be so subscribed, 
or bonds issued therefor, until said proposed company is 
duly organized, and the sum of eight thousand dollars ac-
